House Called te Order. 

Mr. Boifeuillet, who was clerk of the 
former house, acted as temporary 
chairman. The session was opened 
with prayer by Dr. John E. White, pas- 
tor of the Second Baptist, of Atlanta.

Secretary Stanwood, of : the 
Arkwright Club of Boston, 
Tells the Congress Probers 
All About the Agree 
Wickersham in Sorry Plight.

Washington, D. C., June 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Southern congressmen mani- 
fested the dtepest interest today in 
the disclosures made by Edward Stan- 
wood, secretary of the Arkwright Club, 
of Boston, of agreements among cot- 
ton mill men to reduce production with 
the view to depressing the price of 
raw cotton and advanfing the price of 
cotton fabrics. The facts came out 
during the examination of Mr. Stan- 
wood before the house committee 
which is investigatIhg expenditures in 
the department of justice, and inci- 
dentally the action of Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham in proceeding against 
the cotton bulls while keeping hands 
off the cotton bears. 

Under Signed Agreements. 

Representative Beall, chairman of 
the committee, has been anxious to 
complete the chain of testimony show- 
ing that not only the bull cotton op- 
erators, but the bear operators and 
the northern spinners ‘have beén op- 
erating under signed agreements, eith- 
er to depress or inefreage. the price of 
cotton and of cotton products. He -de- 
clares that he is entirely satisfied with 
the rounding out of this phase of the 
committee investigation by the pro- 
duction of the minute books of the 
Arkwright Club. 

The Arkwright Club is a business 
organization which embraces leading 
cotton manufacturers and some woolen 
manufacturers. Reading from the min- 
utes of the club, Secretary Stanwood 
testified that the club prepared and 
circulated among mill owners circular 
letters submiting an agreement for 
the curtailment of the output of the 
mill, which agreement was to be 
signed and returned to the club. He 
said that these agreements were gen- 
erally signed and lived up to by the 
mill owners. 

Agreement of Mill Owners. 

At that time the mill owners agreed 
to curtail output by shutting down 
their respective plants for four weeks’ 
during a period of three months. The 
testimony is of particular interest at 


} this time becouse thé government pro- 


cedings against the bull cotton clique 
for allewed restraint of trade reses on 
the fact that the.clique and the south- 
ern cotton spinners entered into signed 
agreements whereby the southern 
Spinners were to go into the, New 
York cotton exchange and buy up 300,- 
000 bales of cotton, insist upon the 
delivery of the cotton and refuse to 
tender it back to the exchange, there- 
by cleaning out the available cotton 
supply in New York and enabling the 
bulls to force the price of cotton_to 
dizzy heights and compel the bears 
to settle at fictitious prices. The bears 
got the ear of Attorney General Wick- 
ersham, who promptly proceeded 
against them for violation of the anti- 
trust law in making agreements in 
restraint of trade, but he did not pro- 
ceed against the spinners, who also 
signed agreements. 
Evidence of Wickersham. 

When Attorney General Wickersham 
was on the stand before the commit- 
tee, he said he had proceeded against the 
bull operators because they were the 
easiest te reach forwithwith, as they 
were few in number, where the spin- 
ners were many and scattered over the 
south. Now the committ has de- 
veloped from the books of the Ark- 
wright Club that the northern spin- 
ners in the past four years have made 
four separate signed agreements to 
curtail the output of their respective 
mills in order to regulate the price of 
cotton and cotton production to their 
advantage. 

Just a Soeial Affair. 

Mr. Stanwood testified that the Club 
was a social business organization in 
which cotton mills were represented by 
their treasurers, the club funds being 
contributed by the corporations repre- 
sented,

I¢e --- Committee Disagrees 
and Matter Will Be Threshed 
Out by Council. 


During the sweltering days of June 
ice is harg to get from peddling 
wagons and wil] be harder to get later 
on because of the new tax of $12 for 
each wagon, according to statements 
made by citizens and dealers at a 
meeting of the tax committee of coun- 
cil yesterday afternoon. 

For the past seven or eight years 
there has been no tax on ice wagons 
and anybody could peddle who wanted 
to. This resulted in a large number 
of wagons going over the city all day 
long delivering ice to consumers. Re- 
cently the tax committee of council 
placed a tax of $12 on each ice wagon. 

Representatives of all the ice manu- 
factories and a large number.of ceiti- 
zens appeared before the committee 
Wednesday afternoon and asked that 
the tax be removed. 

ice Wagons Cut Oat. 

The ice manufacturers stated that 
they could run only’a few wagons with 
such a tax and the small peddlers 
woulg be shut out. 

Statements were made by citizens to 
the effect that already it was a hard 
matter to, ett ice in the suburbs of 
the city, as many wagons had quit 
business because of the tax.

senate when a resolution was passed 
calling for all papers. Mr. Earle sub- 
mitted to the committee two letters 
he said he wrote to Mr. Roosevelt sub- 
sequent to the one bearing date of 
September 21, 1906, submitted to the 
senate. 

“That letter was not all I wrote to 
Mr. Roosevelt,” said Mr: Earle in re- 
sponse to a query by Chairman Hard- 
wick. “I wrote several that never saw 
the light of day, and I have been able 
to find two of them.’’ 

‘Read them,”’ said Mr. Hardwick. 

“On October 1, 1906,"" Mr. -Earle re- 
plied, “nothing having been done by 
the government in this case, I wrote 
another letter to Mr. Roosevelt.”

, Judge Emory Speer today published 
a card in which he solemnly warned 
the jurors not to go to the barbecue, 
and cautioned them that- if they ac- 
cepted the invitation they would offend 
the court, and make themselves lable 
to punishment fer contempt, if not for 
bribery. 

Immediately following the issuance 
of his statement, the jurors held @ 
meeting and decided to go to Hawking- 
ville, where the barbecue will be given 
on July fourth; despite his views on the 
matter. The jurors are Messrs. B. W. 
Murrah, George Beggs, George Hatch- 
er, R: P. O'Neill, D. C.-Horgan, C, T, 
King, George B. Jewett, Robert Sparks, 
J. E. Mardre, M. C. Balkcom, George 
Riley, Jr., and Guy Hilsman, all well- 
known and highly esteemed citizens of 
Macon. 

Jurors Determined to Attend, 

The Hawkinsville men are Sheriff 
John Ross Rogers and Deputy Sheriff 
Joab Horne and William E. Chauncey 
and Luke Dupree, the latter being very 
wealthy planters. All four were tried 
for peonage and acquitted. They 
stated over the telephone today that 
the barbecue was not being given by 
them alone, but by other citizens of 
Pulaski county, and that other of their 
friends, as well as the twelve jurors, 
had been invited. 

They stated that Judge Speers 
statement would not deter them in the 
least from giving an entertainment to 
their friends. | 

A part of Judge Speer’s statement is 
as follows: 

Speer’s Statement. 


“I very much hope that the sworn 
jurors in the peonage case referred to 
will reflect carefully as to the very 
serious consequences which may re- 
sult from their entertainment by per- 
sons who have been indicted for a se- 
rious crime, and who have been 4ac- 
quitted by their verdict. They should 
reflect whether it is proper for ju- 
rors to receive any reward for their 
verdict. They should ask themselves 
is it mot as dangerous to the purity 
and integrity of jury duty to accept a 
reward after verdict as before verdict? 

“Should the jurors not inquire has 
not a barbecue a value of some kind, 
and is it not offered because of their 
judgment or decision, ahd is it, there- 
fore, lawful for them to receive it? 

‘Surely these gentlemen should not 
forget that their names are in the jury 
box, and they are on the jury list of 
the court, and may be called upon to 
try cases of a similar character to 
that for which they are now abouf*to 
be entertained. 

“Then there remains the 
power of the court to protect the in- 
tegrity of its jury b , which may 
in proper cases be exercised by the 
court itself without the intervention 
of a jury, whether it has been regaled 
by the defendants either before or 
after verdict. 

“I should not take the trouble to 
say this much if I did not regard the 
publication as presenting a serious 
matter. Jurors and all other persens 
ehould regard the impartiality of the 
entire jury body of the district as the 
bright particular star in the coronet 
of justice, and if it goes out to the 
country that wealthy litigants can 
with impunity bestow lavish hospitali- 
ty upon a jury which may be or 
which has been selected to try cases 
in whith they aré concerned, it may 
become a matter of which the officers 
of justice will be obliged to regard 
with the most careful attention. 

“T trust that I need not add that 
these inquiries are suggested with the 
kindest feeling toward the jurors. In- 
de I really think I am doing them 
service in my reference to the legal 
principles above made. It is barely 
possible that I am serving the de- 
fendants also. And I say it also with 
the hope that I may be spared any 
further trouble with regard to this 
meonage case, in connection with 
which the barbecue and fish fry is 
tendered the members of the jury 
body, and pérhaps to other officers of 
the court.”

The senate gave but partial attention 
to the speeches although they were 
among the most important that. will be 
made agai@st the bill. Several times 
a call of the senate was demanded. 

Taft Is Criticised. ! 

Senator Cummins not only attacked 
the construction of the reciprocity 
agreement itself, which he said put the 
whole burden of free trade upon the 
farmer without.giving him any benefits 
in the guise of reduction of duty on 
manufactured products, but, he criti- 
cised also the power exerciéed by the 
president to negotiate it, and to. pring 
it to the pomt of a definite agreement 
between the two countries. , 

In doing this, safa Senator Cummins, 
the president had usurped the powers 
of congress and haf exceeded the 
power lodged in him, to deal ' with 
foreign nations upon revenue matters. 

“IT know that the day has come for 
the farmer,” declared Senator Cum- 
mins. “The day in which he is to be 
excluded from the benefits of @he pro- 
tective tariff. The decree has been 
written, it needs only the official sig- 
nature for the time being to exclude 
him from the company of the manu- 
facturers of the United States. 

Senator Bacon asked Mr. Cummins 
if he thought legislation in the senate 
ought to be influenced by the threat 
of a veto from the president. 

“Tt is abhorrent to me,” replied Mr. 
Cummins, “to hear the suggestion that 
any senator will be influenced by the 
probable action of the chief executive 
on the completed legislation, © 


Sharp Thrust at Taft. 


“We have been assailed here day 
after day with the reiteration, appar- 
ently authoritative, that if this bill 
is amended in any way it will be ve- 
toed by the presidene. I am not say- 
ing that the president of the United 
States is responsible for these state- 
ments. I only know that they are 
so uniform and so emphatic that thev 
have found lodgment in the minds of 
many senators, who believe they can 
make no change in this bill, however 
meritorious these amendments may be. 

“Tt is the beginning of the end of the 
dignity, the power and the respecta- 
bility of congress and the senate to 
have it repeated here day after day 
that we must not amend this bill be- 
cause it will meet with the disapproval 
of the exetutive. 

“Tt wish someone more able than T 
am would stand here and denounce the 
attempt to influence legislation in the 
senate through such suggestions,. I 
wish the senate coulda reassert its im- 
munity. from influence of the character 
that has been present in this fight. 

Taft Not the Whole Show. 


‘‘{] am not wilHng to concede that 
President Taft in the ‘crusade in which 
he is now engaged for free trade in 
agricultural products,” said Senator 
Bristow, “representy the republican 
party of this nation. He does not 
represent the majority of the republi- 
can members of the house or senate, 
and I believe he does not represent 
the sentiments of a majority of the re- 
publicans of the country.” 

Senator Borah declared the estab- 
lishment of free trade in agricultural 
products was either a denial of the 
principles for which the republican 
party had_ heretofore stood, or a 
“eoarse and brutal betrayal of the 
most loyal constituency the party or- 
ganization has ever had.”

Shall the pulpits in the state leave 
entirely to the press the denunciation 
of moral evil?

Judge Newman’s Opinion of 
Legal Status of Prisoner. 


United States District Judge W. T. 
Newman, yesterday, denied the peti- 
tion for habeas corpus made in behalf 
of Charles W. Morse, the imprisoned 
banker, by his attorneys, Reuben Ar- 
nold and Lamar Hill, and notice of the 
prolongation of the already volumi- 
nous Morse litigation was ziven by 
the banker’s attorneys, who stated to 
Judge Newman that the decision would 
be carried up to the circuit court of 
appeals. 

In denying the writ, Judge Newman 
also gave it as his opinion that it was 
totally unnecessary for him to pass 
upon the validity or illegality of the 
fifteen-year sentence as right or exces- 
sive, or upon the legal point involving 
| the question of Morse’s confinement 
in an institution devoted to hard la- 
bor.” Netther did the judge think that 
under’a habeas corpus proceeding he 
had the authority to determiné the 
status of Morse as a prisoner. These 
points were touched upon but briefly 
in the short decision of the district 
judge, who said: 

Judge’s Opinion. 

“I think that the sentence is un» 
questionably zood for ten years, and 
as to whether the fifteen-year sentence 
is excessive, I think that it is totally 
unnecessary for me to pass upon the 
matter at this time. I certainly have 
no right to interfere with the ten-year 
sentence now. Neither do I believe 
that Morse’s status as a prisoner can 
be determined upon a writ of habeas 
corpus, which, at present, inthis case, 
is an anticipatory petition. 

“The writ of habeas corpus is to 
determine whether or not a prisoner 


~ 


‘}shall be discharged or remanded; and 


I do not see how, in such a petition, 
the question of hard labor can be de- 
cided; but, if I had to give a judg- 
ment in this connection, I would Say, 
under the authorities quoted, that the 
Atlanta penitentiary can be used for 
those sentenced to imprisonment; and 
the most that I could decide would be 
that the attorney general, or proper 
judicial authorities, be requested to 
transfer’ Morse to some other institu- 
tion. This, I think, would scarcely be 
more desirable than the present place 
of imprisonment. I am compelled to 
deny the writ of habeas corpus.” 

Judge Newman gave his decision 
without hearing any concluding argu- 
ment from Assistant District Attorney 
John W. Henly, stating that further 
argument was unnecessary. 

The case was exhaustively presented 
to the court by Attorney Reuben Ar- 
nold, who devoted about an hour to 
reading numerous and comprehensive 
decisions bearing upon the legal 
pointsinvolved. He touched upon the 
question of the petition for certiorari 
which was denied Morse by the su- 
ipreme court, with its discretionary 
privilege; and then discussed thor- 
oughly the question as to whether or 
not the imprisonment of Morse in a 
penitentiary for hard labor when he 
was sentenced under a statute author- 
ixing imprisonment only, does not 
invalidate the sentence entirely. He 
cited a number of cases in support of 
his contention that it does, readine 
particularly the Bonner case, in which 
the decision expressly states that the 
court, upon habeas corpus, can de- 
termine whether the manner of im- 
prisonment was "illegal. 

Legal Status as a Prisoner. 

Then he took up the question of 
determining Morse's legal status as a 
prisoner and his rights. 

“Even if it is held that the sentence 
is valid for ten years,” said Attorney 
Arnold, “I still make the point that 
Morse is being held under certain com- 
mitment, under certain directions; and 
he has a right to know just what his 
status is. The warden is subjecting him 
to a 15-year sentence; and there is every 
reason why he should be informed if 
his confinement is for ten years in- 
stead. Good behavior will entitle him 
to certain curtailment of the time. He 
has a right te now this; his relatives 
have the right to be informed, and 
wherever there is a right there is a 
remedy, and to me it seems that this 
court holds the determining and ad- 
judicating power. Certainly the court 
that sentenced Morse no longer has the 
power.” . 

“Within seven and a half years,” con- 


} tinued Mr. Arnold,:“Morse’s time expires

“Morse is 53 years old,” said Arnold. 
“He was indicted on 80 counts, con- 
victed on 52, the number being after- 
ward reduced to 14 counts charging 
false entries, and he was given a 15- 
year gross sentence—a life sentence to 
a man of his age. This habeas corpus, 
so far as I can see, is the only way to 
determine his status asa prisoner, 
though I had considered issuing a man- 
damus against the warden and the au- 
thorities demanding that he be given 
the privilege of having his petition for 
parole considered. This, however, I 
considered not feasible.” 
Attorney Arnold also mentioned the 
fact that: the government now has, un- 
der a new statute, the right of appeal, 
and that if this were exercised, a year 
or more would elapse in the final de- 
ciding of the case, bringing the time 
almost up to the period where appli- 
cation for parole is admitted. 
. The circuit court of appeals will meet 
in New Orleans or possibly in Atlanta, 
within six months, and the case will be 
argued before the higher court, and if 
denied there the absolutely last legal 
recourse left to Morse will be to file a 
petition for certiorari in the United 
States supreme court.

‘What are the facts? 

Several weeks ago Allen, charged with a heinous crime, was 
taken to Monroe for trial. Every official, from the sheriff 
to the governor, knew the danger of lynching. To his credit, 
be it said, Governor Brown sent troops along to avekt a lynching 
not so much to save the life of a negro. criminal, at to uphold the 
majesty of the state. 

A technicality intervened. The law requires that the accused 
shall be confronted with the accuser. At that time, the latter was 
in no condition to comply with the law. The trial was postponed, 
by grace of a technicality, and the negro returned to Atlanta. 

Does anyone deny that if the trial had then been held, with 
the militia on hand, the criminal would have received just sentence 
and the double lynching of the other day averted? 

But the faintest quibble of the law must be respected. The trial 
was postponed—and thé result 1s known. 

How can we continue to invite people to come here and help 


the 


us develop this state, claiming that it is“a “law-abiding community,” 
as long as we leave the way open to this sort of thing? : 

The other phase, that of ballot-box cowardice, was a strong 
contributing factor. You can preach until the crack of doom that 
the sworn official should be absolutely regardless of possible defeat 
at the ballot box. But, we are living in a human world. 

From the governor to the sheriff, everybody knew the negro 
Allen was in danger of lynching on the second trip to Monroe. 
Why were not due precautions taken? The specter of the ballot 
box is the answer! The sheriff dreaded defeat if he stood between 
popular wrath and—let us not be misunderstood—not: a negro 
charged with a foul crime, but between the popular wrath and the 
majesty of law. 

We do not focus the responsibility—but one by one the officials 
now declare that the other one was responsible. | 

There must be a remedy for this condition of affairs; else it 
will be repeated—indefinitely ! 

The general assembly ,can provide that, in certain aggravated 
cases the personal confronting clause be waived, and, as a substi- 
tute, either that interrogatories or depositions be taken, or the jury 
be allowed to visit the victim to obtain such evidence as may be 
necessary. 

We are well aware there will be a storm of protest by those 

more in love with technicality than genuine law-observance. But 
when the reputation of a sovereign state is in the balance, such ad- 
vocates should be over-ridden! 
As for ballot-box cowardice: Make the officer in charge of a 
prisoner ineligible for re-election if, forewarned, as in this case, that 
mob-violence in inevitable, he does not in ample time request proper 
aid to forestall its development. 

No official in public life is going to compromise with the wield- 
ers of rope and revolver if this club is held over him. 

We realize there are obstacles in the way of these two remedies. 
But they are compounded purely of demagogy and cowardice and 
they are not supported by the best element in this state. 

The time has come for the general assembly to act for the honor 
of the state and it is to be hoped that it will measure to the ful! 
height of its responsibility.

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TIME FOR BUSINESS ATLANTA TO ACT! 


Accumulating developments indicate that unless the’ business 
men of Atlanta make the strongest kick of which they are capable 
to Georgia’s representatives and senators in congress— 

They will be penalized by a local postal service disorganized 
and preyed on by “political favorites” in its most vital departments. 
It is up to them to take steps now. If they do not, they will 
have only themselves to blame if the service this city receives is 
below what Atlanta has the right to expect. 

Posts of the highest importance to the public in the postoffice 
are being peddled out, not on the basis of ability, but as cancelling 
political obligations. It requires no acumen to see where that leads. 
About a year or so ago it was announced that, for the first time 
in its history, an assistant postmaster had been appointed, not from 
Atlanta, but another city. Fortunately this.was not so bad, as the 
assistant postmaster does not come into close contact with actual 
distribution of mails, his duties being confined almost exclusively 
to business administration of the office detail, with which the incum- 
bent is fully competent to deal. But the principle—bringing in men 
unfamiliar with local conditions, and selecting officials because they 
“stand in” at Washington—is vicious! . 

The latest development is simply indefensible. It was reported 

yesterday in The Constitution that the assistant postmaster in 
Charleston, a city one-third the size of Atlanta, is to be transferred 
to the same position in Atlanta. 
If the business men of Atlanta stand for this thing, they ought 
tc admit themselves in the cross-roads’ class. Of all officials in the 
postoffice, the superintendent of mails should be familiar with local 
conditions. He ought to know the names, importance, and location 
of streets; the more importance business houses; the volume and 
fluctuations of mails; the personnel of the patrons; the thousand and 
one details that transpire between public and postal service, and 
the smooth operation of which are the life-blood of the orderly trans- 
action of the city’s business. 

The Charleston man is coming to Atlanta because he is a “fav- 
orite of Hitchcock” and must be taken care of! To the devil with 
the way the office is administered in Atlanta! Let those popular 
at headquarters be protected, regardless! 

This development illustrates the’ most iniquitous principle of 
political juggling and incompentency upon which the postoffice de- 
partment is now being operated. It should furnish ample material 
for the congressional committees fiow probing the department. [If 
such a thing can be done here it can be, and no doubt is being, done 
elsewhere. | : | |

Counterfeiting Plant Is Oper- 
ated by Prisoners in 
Tennessee Pen.

revolting massacre the Empire State 
of the South has known. 

Every other feature of the tragedy 
is yet alive. 

Regretting deeply that 
name of the old county should be 
smirched by its first lynching, the 
people of Monroe and of the county 
generally went quietly about their 
business fully and positively deter- 
mined that the lawless .acts which 
' startled the people of the state should 
‘be subjected to a most thorough and 
searching investigation. 

Notoriety Not Relished, 

The people of Monroe and of the 
entire county have always been 
known as the state’s best, most con- 
servative and law-abiding citizens. 
They do not relish the notoriety given 
them, and knowing as they do that 
the lynchings were largely the work 
of men from adjacent countieg, are 
determined to have made a full show- 
down, by which they hope all Walto- 
nians will be fully and completely ex- 
onerated. 

Not only will there be the usual in- 
vestigation by a, grand jury, but there 
was talk here this morning after The 
Constitution came, of having the state 
legislature take a hand in turning on 
the searchlight. 

People Want Full Investigation. 

“What the good people of this 
city and county want," said a leading 
citizen of Monroe this morning, “is a 
complete investigation.

Stark Shadowed in Atlanta, 

Since Allen was taken from the 
train at Social Circle it seems abso- 
lutely certain that the gathering which 
became a mob was kept well informed 
as to Sheriff Stark’s movements in 
Atlanta Monday. 

The mob has been estimated all the 
way from fifty or sixty men up to 200, 
and even more. But the half-hundred 
is probably the best guess. 

Early this morning crowds began 
gathering at the place where Allen's 
body was tied to the ‘phone pole, Dur- 
ing the morning there was an inces- 
sant stream of vehicles coming from 
every point to that "phone pole. Until 
the body was cut down that string of 
conveyances was never broken, 

Mrs. Stark's Bravery. 

Mrs. Stark, with wonderful heroism, 
hela off the mob when it reached the 
jail for Watts for fully ten minutes. 
She argued with the leaders and then 
pleaded and then threatened, She gave 
in only when she became satisfied the 
mob would really attempt to break in. 
Had not her mother been so seriously 
ill Mrs. stark would have given in only 
when overpowered. 

West of Monroe just on the city line 
is an old gallows which was used years 
ago. The recollection of that old 
gibbet started the mob in that qdirec- 
tion. Reaching the old gallows the 
crowd diverted from the road. As the 
gallows was reached some called at- 
tention’ to the nearby homes. The 
mob moved on to the meadow, where 
Watts was actually shat off a limb 
upon which he had been made to climb. 
The negro was hung within full view 
of one home.

GEN. MILLS TALKS 
OF TEXAS TRIP 


He Was Well Pleased 
With Brigade Given

Brigadier General Albert A. Mills, 
who has just returned from Galveston, 
Texas, where he was in command of a 
provisional brigade of the troops mus- 
tered on the Mexican frontier, is ex- 
tremely well, pleased with his stay in 
the Lone Star State and the work done 
by the men under him there. 

“I have seldom seen a finer brigade 
than that which was given me in 
Texas,” said the general. “The per- 
sonnel of both the officers and the 
enlisted men was all that anyone 
could ask. In fact, I am almost ready 
to say that I believe a superior body 
of men of the same size could be 
mustered nowhere in this or any other 
country.” 

The general talks most interesting- 
ly of his observations while in Texas, 
of the feeling among the men and 
officers as United States interference 
in Mexico seemed probable or unlike- 
ly, and scores of other things. He 
laughingly denied that he was “kinder 
itching’ for something a little more 
exciting than practice marches, but 
said he believes his brigade would 
have held its own against anything 
like equal numbers to’ have been 
found in Mexico or anywhere else on 
the globe.

“Briefly, I direct your attention to 
the need of a more business-like meth- 
od of assessing property for taxation. 
The present voluntary system 
ductive of inequalities that inflict se- 
rious injustices. Every species 
property should be forced to bear its 
proportionate share of the tax burden. 
There is no other feature of our state 
government in greater need of read- 
justment. If all property which is es- 
caping, partially or wholly, the pay- 
ment of taxes were forced to bear its 
Share, revenues sufficient ‘to dispel 
every financial cloud would be drawn 
into the treasury of the state. 


Registration Laws. 


“In my annual message to the gen- 
¢ral assembly which convened June 
26, 1910, I took the position that the 
registration law enacted in 1908 was 
more drastic than that in any other 
state in the union, and that as the re- 
sult of its operation a vast number 
which I estimated approximately at 
100,000, of the white men of Georgia 
were deprived of their former right to 
vote. Hence I recommended the removal 
of those conditions for the franchise 
which in our-law are more stringent 
than those in like laws of any other 
state. 

“In some circles this proposition was 
seriously questioned. 

“I, therefore, during the latter half 


of the past year, requested the census 


bureau at Washington to furnish to me 
at an early date the total number: of 
white men, 21 years of age and upward, 
in each county in Georgia, as deter- 
mined by the census in 1910. 

“The request was at first declined, 
with the statement that the figures in 
question could not be furnished before 


September, 1911; but, later, the super- 


intendent of the census agreédd to ad- 
vance Georgia ahead of any other state 
for the above information, and com- 
pleted it about April 30. 

“The official figures show that Geor- 
gia, in 1910, had 353,552 white men of 
voting age. 

“Now, recalling the fact that the to- 
tal number of white voters reported 
by the tax collectors in the counties in 
the state as registered in 1910 was 
261,007, we find that 92,545 were de- 
barred from voting. 

“Tt is fair to say that possibly 2,000 
were disfranchised by crime, and some- 
thing like 56,000. were. foreigners not 
naturalized (the number of 1900 was 
$3,004). 

“Therefore, it is undoubtedly true 
that upwards of 85,000 of Georgia’s 
white men were initially: disfranchised 
in 1910 by the operation of the regis- 
tration law. which. however, placed the 
names of more than 12,000 negroes on 
the voting” list. 

Exceeded 90,000. 

“It is more than probable that the ex- 
act number exceeded 90,000, since, un-

in the judicial circuit in which SG, 
county is located; but the various tech- 
nicalities of this law. and the powers 
Over the electorate given to the regis- 
trars, almost assuredly added to the 
list of the disfranchised white men an 
aggregate of several thousand more 
than those shown by the lists furnish- 
ed by the tax collectors. 

In further proof of the astonishing 
effects of this law upon the white man- 
hood of our state, I give the figures of 
Fulton county, viz.: Total white men 
of voting age, 35.861; total registered, 
14,172; total not registered, 21,689. 
Therefore, only two voters out of every 
five were- enabled. under this law, to 
exercise the right of franchise in the 
county wherefln your honorable bodies 
are sitting today. 

“I will add that, as a justification of 
this law, it was contended by its advo- 
cates that in the primary in 1908 4,000 
fraudulent names were placed on the 
registration list in Fulton county. The 
total number of votes cast in the above 
county in that primary was 14,776. 
Therefore, the above statement leaves 
as legal voters in Fulton county in the 
primary in question 10,755. 

“But the average yearly increase 
from 1900 to 1910 shows that in:1908 
there must have been more than 32,000 
white men of voting age in Fulton 
county. Hence, if the assertion be true 
that only 10,775 of the votes cast in 
that primary were legal, how will we 
Separate the 4,000 alleged fraudulent 
voters from the 15,000 to 20,000 un- 
doubtedly legal voters who did not 
vote? 5 

“Il have no “more interest.in this 
matter than has any other feputable 
citizen of Georgia, far less than have 
upward of 90,000 of her white man- 
hood who have been deprived of the 
right of the franchise; but,honored: with 
their confidence as I have been by the 
people of this state, I would be recreant 
to duty were I to fail to impress upon 
you my conviction that the honest 
white men of Georgia are entitled to 
be protected, not restricted, in. their 
rights. 

“The total figures on this subject for 
each county in the state, I will give in 
an appendix to this message, whicb. 
will be printed for the information of 
all who desire to know the status in 
their own counties. 

“Aside from the injustice which the 
fault I protest inflicts, I think all will 
agree that the law as it stands is too 
complex, in many ways too obtuse, and 
antirely confusing. 

“Por instance, it would be excecda- 
Ingly difficult to establish the voting 
Status of any citizen fn case of a state- 
wide special election in a non-genera!l 
election year. The haw presents the 
remarkable anomaly of repealing it- 
self for practically the first six months 
of such. off-years, and of leaving the 
balance in a maze of complexities 
which probably would lead to the dis- 
franchisement of thousands who were 
qualified for the elections of the ‘pre- 
vious year. ! 

“In the same category of ‘laws... I 
think it my duty to @irect attention to 
another confusing situation that will 
arise next year unless you take steps

“The national convention is held usu- 
ally in June or July, and it is fair to 
assume that the one of next year will 
take place sometime before tHe regular 
primary can be held legaily. There- 
fore, how are delegates who will vir- 
tually décide the course of this.state 
in the matter of selecting a president 
to be chosen? Unless some provision 
is trade for overcoming this effect .of 
the law there will have to be a special 
primary, or convention, which would 
mean two primaries and two conven- 
tions the same year. As it stands, the 
small number of men in control of the 
party machinery may supplant the peo- 
ple in dominating the situation. 

“Understand me, I am not opposed to 
a law preventing early state primaries, 
and 1 do not desire this law's repeal, 
so far as it relates to that-~ question. 
But the individual voter has a right 
to an expression as to whom he de- 
sires nominated on that ticket and the 
formation of the platform of that party 
which it has been the invariablm cus- 
tom for many years for the majority 
of our white citizens-to support. A 
democratic nomination amounts to elec- 
tion, so far as we are concerned. 

“Tt has been customary to name 
United States senators by popular vote; 
by that method we nominate virtually 
all of our state officials. ‘Therefore, I 
submit that something should be done 
whereby the voters will be guaranteed 
zsome voice in the selection of the one 
who will receive their support for the 
highest office in the country; and to 
prevent this: important matter being 
left to the personal wishes or whims 
of the few men composing or dominat- 
ing an executive committee, I respect- 
fully recommend that you enact such 
legislation as may.be needed to: guar- 
tee an expression of the will of the 
voters, 

Railroad Commission, 


“Tl respectfully renew the suggestion, 
made in my two preceding messages to 
the general assembly, that the number 
of members of the railroad commission 
be reduced to three, and that the officc 
of special attorney.for the said com- 
mission be abolished. 

“There is really no more reason why 
there should be five railroad commis- 
sioners than that there should be five 
prison commissioners, or a surplus of 
officers in any other department of the 
state government, 

“Only one of the railroad commis- 
sioners is required by law to devote 
all-of his time to the duties of the of- 
fice. It is merely a matter of choice 
with the other four as to whether they 
are in the capitol bullding as many as 
a dozen times a year, and yet. the tax- 
payers must pay thelr salaries whether 
they do or do not work. 

“Il recommend, therefore, that the 
number of commissioners be reduced to 
three, elected with regard to geograph- 
ical location, and that each be required 
to devote all of his time to the duties 
of the office. . Even if it becomes nec- 
essary to advance the salaries of the 
two other than- the chairman, the ex- 
penses could still be made less than at 
present. And, inasmuch as a farmer-is 
elected commissioner of agriculture, 
and a geologist is named for the office 
of state geologist, it should be requir- 
ed, as was formerly the case, that one 
member of the ‘ratiroad commission 
have technical Knowledge of the opera- 
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tions of the vast properties placed ms 
his charge. 

“For thirty years the: attorney-gen- 
eral advised with the legal member of 
the railroad commission when necesca- 
ry. The same course could be pur- 
sued in future, thus dispensing with 
the surplus office of special attorney 
for the railroad commission. After 
December 1, next, barring contingen- 
cles, there will be four lawyers on the 
commission; already there are three,” 

Policy Toward Railroads. 

In touching 6n the railroads Gov- 
ernor Brown said that the tendency 
for the past twenty years has been 
directed toward rates. 

“However,” he says, “we should hold 
in mind that their primary duty: is 


‘that of common carrier and that the 


basic principle involved in carriage is 
the furnishing of full and equal facili- 
ties to all with comfort, safety ‘and 
promptness. 

“It is frequently forgotten that the 
owners of the railroads are just as 
much citizens of this and sister states 
as are the owners of farms and facto- 
ries, of banks and business houses, of 
newspapers, or any other kinds of prop- 
erty; and such being the case, they 


‘are just as much entitled, as are al) 


other investors, to the guarantee of 
our state’s constitution. 
“Furthermore, we are prone to ig- 
nore the rights’ and deserts of the-tens 
of thousands of Georgians, and of the 
sections in which they live, who are 
without any or adequate railroad facili- 
ties, but who are as much entitled to 
the assistance of the state in produc- 
ing those advantages of transporta- 
tion as are those who are more for- 
tunate, entitled to the protection of 
the state against unjust exactions from 
public service corporations whose facil- 
ities they have. 
“It may therefore be asserted that 
we have-reached the time wherein our 
own interest demands that we should 
ask if there be not. something for at- 
tention in the state’s policy toward the 
owners of the common carriers more 


fimportant than the continuous and al- 


most exclusive consideration of how 
much income they shall be ‘permitted 
to receive on their investments, 

Do Not Reach the Masses. 

“In other words, inasmuch as it has 
been proven beyond the power of de- 
nial that reductions of rates on many 
articles do not reach the masses of the 
people, but lodge with certain classes, 
it would be proper to confine future 
reductions to such as would ‘benefit 
the masses, or would prevent or cor- 
rect avoidable unjust discriminations, 
and make ‘protection to person and 
property the paramount duty’ of the 
common carriers. 

The-aquestion of safety to passengers 
he stressed at considerable length. 

Georgia, he says, needs 50 per cent 
more railroads. The present main 
lines must be doubled. 

“The people of Georgia, 
are more interested in the fair and 
broad-minded solution of this .problem 
than are the capitalists, or, if Georgia 
will* progress, she is obliged to have 
these investments within her borders, 
whereas capitalists are not obliged to 
locate them itn Georgia.’’ 

The railroads should be allowed an 
income sufficient to pay their 25,000 em- 
ployees good wages for the Support of 
the 100,000 persons whom 
port. 

Lease of the W. & A. 


In regard to the lease of the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad he said that 
in his opinion no. pronosition to sell 
this property and should make no lease 
for longer than thirty years. He sug- 
gested some arrangement with the 
present lessees or their successors by 
which the road may be double-tracked. 
He urged great caution in diverting to 
other uses the terminal properties at 
either end. 

Good Rouada. 


“The policy of the state in regard to 
building public highways may be con- 
sidered as an establisheq one; hence, 
I recommend the creation of the office 
of road commissioner, said commis- 
sioner to be a civil engineer of ex- 
perience, whose duty it should be to 
supervise the building of the public 
highways. He should be given au- 
thority tod see that there is some de- 
gree of concert of action on the part 
of the various counties in the matter of 
roag construction; and it may be ad- 
vantageous to create an advisory 
board to co-operate with him, the mile- 
age and other actual expenses of the 
members of said board when in dis- 
charge of their duties to be paid by the 
state. 

“The state as a whole has an in- 
terest in the roads of every county, ard 
the jmain thoroughfares should .'be 
worked not only :-from the local or 
community standpoint, but from that of 
all the state as well. A. state-wide 
system. will give to each of its units 
an addeq local value. 

“As a basis from which t ork 
and still preserve 46cal control of the 
operations of the convicts, I suggest 
that each county be required to em- 
ploy a fair percentage of its workmen 
on the roads that lead from county 
site to county site, except where these 
roads are in the highest state of effici- 
erncy. This would soon give the state 
a network of splendid highways. 

“The commissioner should be direct- 


to laying off roadways and handling 
their facilities in the best way not only 
for each county, but for the state-at- 
large.” 

Question of Pardons. 


Applications for pardon have been 
so numerous, saig Governor Brown, 
that: the -office of governor is looked 
upon as a court of last resort or a 
court of cortectidn.* * * 

“Tr would suggest that legislation be 
enacted which will save the executive 
office from the necessity of having to 
consider-in detail any and every ap- 
peal, manuscript and oral, which some 
convict or some friend of a convict 
desires to make to it. It has reached 
the point where the governor is called 
upon to retry the most trivial cases: 
and frequently applications. are imme- 
diately renewed, based upon fresh 
technicalities, upon dismissal.”

HON: J. M. SLATON THANKS 


SENATE FOR HIS ELECTION 


Immediately following his election to 
the ‘presidency. of the Georgia state 
senate, Hon. John M. Slaton delivered 
an address to his confreres of the sen- 
ate; in» which he expressed his appre- 
ciation of the honor that had been be- 
stowed upon him. His address in full 
was as follows: 

“Fellow Members of the Senate: It 
is fitting that I should express appre- 
ciation of my election as your présid- 
ing officer. Besides the appointment of 
committees to carefully consider pro- 
posed legislation, it is my duty, and it 
will be my pleasure, to impartially en- 
force such rules as you may make for 
the. guidance of your deliberations. 

“This body is created as one of the 
systems of checks and balances in rep- 
resentative government. The power of 
législation is so vast and tts results so 
immeasurable, that our wise forefathers 
provided two branches. in the general 
assembly, whose assent, by majority 
vote, was essential to the passage of a 
law. Its operation is upon all persons 
and every occupation. It may be a 
stimulus to industry, or a burden upon 
achicvement. It may be an encroach- 
ment upon individual freedom or a 
protection from unrestrained power. 
The law we pass may be a fact today, 
a precedent tomorrow and a prophecy 
of the future. 

The Path te Progress. 

‘Under the temptatfon of expediency 
it is easy to leave the old landmarks 
and to depart from sacred principles. 
Personally, I believe the government 
transmitted to us by our ancestors as 
a heritage of experience, of thought, 
of sacrifice and martyrdom is the best 
ever given to a people. It is the re- 
sult of the lessons of history that. has 


} shown us the rise and downfall of na- 


tions As great as ours. No new princi- 
ples have ever existed since man was 
progress consists in 
their «fear recognition and right ap- 
Plication. They cannot be departed 
from without disaster. 

“The primal doctrines that govern- 
ment shall be economical; that laws 
shall be few and enforced; that the 
peole shall support the government, 
and not the government the people; 
that all shall be guaranteed equality 
of opportunity; that justice shail be 


purely and impartially administered; 
that industry, independence and thrift 
of citizens shall be encouraged, are as 
sacred now as when first announced. 

“From other states and countries we 
hear proclaimed new theories, clothed 
in attractive garb. Easy remedies for 
immediate discomforts are suggested 
like the patent meditine advertisement. 
If the principle be right, it is often 
necessary to suffer in patience for the 
accomplishment of the correct result. 
Edmund Burke stated: ‘The great dif- 
ference béetween the ~real statesman 
and the pretender is, that one sees into 
the future while the other regards 
only the: present; the one lives by the 
day and acts on expediency, the other 
acts on enduring principles and for im- 
mortality.’ 

“Let us beware the error of the old 
Israelites, who, while enjoying bless- 
ings they did not appreciate, demanded 
‘a king as other natfons had.’ 

Best Government the Simplest. 

“The best government is .not the 
spectacular one, nor the one that most 
constantly makes itself felt by the 
citizens. The multiplication of laws 
contribute rather to the unhappiness 
of the citizen, and belong to a despotic 
instead of a free government. In ad- 
dition, history demonstrates the error 
of much legislation by its frequent re- 
peal, but no record can determine the 
measure of suffering and injustice en-- 
dured in consequence of it. 

“VYwhen our labors have been ended, 
the laws we have passed will reflect 
the’ thought and civilization of our 
people. The bills we may refuse to 
pass may also stimulate the courage 
and strengthen the resolution of our 
successors in some trying hour when 
the principles of free representative 
government are at stake. Whatever’ 
our course, may our reflections find 
consolation in the thought that we 
have not betrayed the heritage of our 
fathers; we have not departed, from 
the plans of the wise architects of our 
state who built for all time; we have 
not forsaken the sacred ideals of Geor- 
gia for those of the strangers; but our . 
actions have contributed to a future of 
unprecedented energy, achievement — 
and progress of a happy, free and con- 
tented people, under a government of 
inviolate principles.”

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NEW HOUSE COMIMITTEE 
ON CHARTERS FOR CITIES 


When Ailanta knocks at the door of 
the legislature and asks permission to 
vote on a commission form of gov- 
ernment it will have to submit its 
Claims to a new committee which was 
created by the house of representa- 
tives yesterday morning. 

The new committee is to bé known 
as the “committee on municipal gov- 
ernment,” and it will consider all bills 
for amendments to city charters when 
a commission government is asked for. 

The eommittee was created under a 
resolution introduced by Walter Mc- 
Elreath, of Fulton county, which is as 
follows: 

“Whereas, The constant increase in 
the number of municipal corporations 
in this state and. their growth both in 
population and wealth is such that the 
proper government of such cities and 
towns is a matter of the highest im- 
portance to the whole state as well 
as the several communities them- 


selves; and, 


“Whereas, By reason of the great 


number of her charters that are ap- 
plied for, and the amendments sought 
to existing charters, lt is vi pfCur att 
increasing: difficulty for the legisia- 
ture to give proper consideration in 
such maters; be it therefore, ’ 

‘Resolved, That a new standing 
committee, to be known as the “com- 
mittee on municipal government,” to 
consist of eighteen members, je ap- 
pointed by the speaker, and that all 
bills of a general nature relating to 
government and all bills proposing to 
create a charter for any city or cities 
of the state, on what is known as the 
‘commission plan,’ be referred to this 
committee. 

“Resolved further, That it shall be 
the duty of said committee to con- 
sidér the matter of devising some gen- 
eral plan for the incorporation of the 
cities of this state and for the amend- 
ment of municipal charters, and, in 
their discretion, to propose such leg- 
islation on said subjects as said com- 
mittee may deem necessary and 
proper.”’

NAMES SHOULD NOT 
BRAND INSTITUTIONS. 


Editor Woman’s Department: Can't 
some of the thoughtful women of the 
community bring about a crusade 
against the system which gives names 
to institutions which brand in a way 
for all times the inmates of these in- 
stitutions? For instance, I know of no 
institution in Atlanta's philanthropic 
world which does more good than the 
Home for the Friendless, and yet the 
individuals driven there by the circum- 
stances which make such an institution 
necessary become timid, ashamed of 
the fact that they are objects of char- 
ity, and frequently this fact deprives 
them of that initiative which. is the 
first step in a successful career. 

It is all very well to say that pov- 
erty ig no disgrace, or that a child 
cannot help the circumstances which 
render it being placed in an institu- 
tion necessary. That is true, but the 
world, without deliberately intending 
it, has the habit of almost segregat- 
ing from society in the broad sense 
the individual of whom may be said, 
“He or she was an inmate of this or- 
phan asylum or that or this charity 
home or the other?’ 

In nearly all of these institutions 
where children or young girls and 
young women who are not immoral 
are placed temporarily or for protec- 
tion, or because they have no home, 
have avocations within them for the 
inmates to follow. 

They work, those who are old 
enough, and in that way compensate in 
a way for what is done for them; for 
the little ones there is the kindergar- 
ten and the elementary classes for 
those not of school age; an industrial 
training is given in many places. The 
city pays something to the support of 
these places, and there is no reason 
why any one institution which does 
good should have a name that tends, 
in spite of everything, to embarrass 
the child or girl with the pride most 
individuals have, who is in the institu- 
tion,

no names to suggest, but 
women who work go nobly 
institutions, I am sure, can 
work out this little problem, and find 
a name that will mean as much and 
at the same time not sting the qualifi- 
cation of why people are sent fo it. 

“Orphan asylum” is a term scarcely 
heard of now in the larger cities, and 
yet the world is full of orphans being 
eared for. These institutions bear 
some name no windicative of the train- 
ing given therein, and I do hope the 
change of name will come to our good 
institutions. ;

Probably there is nothing about 
which people more pride themselves 
about knowing, .and still know less, 
than horses—just plain horses—while 
all the rules and regulations of horse 
shows, is a knowledge which very few 
possess. 

One has only to sit with an expert 
at a horse show and hear the comments 
of the spectators, to know that this is 
true, for too many people measure 
horses by the superficial standards by 
which they measure people—that is by 
the way they are gotten up and their 
incidental bearing. 

But the day has come when women 
who spend so much time _ rigging 
themselves for horse shows ought to 
knOW more about horse show etiquette 
and horse requirements, as well as 
men.

LABOR ASKS FOR 
EIGHT HOUR DAY 
Special Committee to Wait on 


Charter Révision Com- 
mittee Today. 


That the amended city charter con- 
tain a clause making eight hours a 
day's work for all laborers in the em- 
ploy of the city and that for all time 
in excess of this laborers be paig an 
advanced rate is the substance of a 
request the executive committee of 
the Atlanta Federation of Trades will 
make upon the charter revision com- 
mittee of the city council today. 

A resolution to this effect was 
adopted by the Federation at its regu- 
lar meeting last night. The resolution, 
which Was introduced by H. F. Gar- 
rett, was identical with the one adopt- 
ed at the meeting of the opponents of 
commission government on Tuesday 
night. 

It provides that no laborer in the 
employ of the city be required to work 
more than eight hours except in cases 
of emergency. In such cases all men 
required to work more than eight 
hours will be paid an advance of 50 
per cent over their regular wage for 
the time in excess of the regular day's 
work. Men employed in the fire de- 
partment are made an exception in the 
resolution. 

By a unanimous vote the resolution 
was adopted ang referred to the ex- 
ecutive committee, which was instruct- 
ed to take up the matter with the 
charter revision committee immediate- 
ly with a view to having the clause 
inserted before the eouncil acts upon 
the revised charter on Monday night. 
At the same meeting the Federation 
unanimously adopted a resolution in- 
dorsing the bill to be introduced in 
the legislature by Walter McHireath 
substituting municipal for justice 
courts in Atlanta. , 

An amendment to the charter was 

also adopted providing for the election 
of officerg of the Federation in June 
and in December instead of in July and 
January as heretofore. 
A representative of the Musicians’ 
Union announced that his organization 
had decided te put the Red Men’s qrum 
corps and the Knights of Khorassan 
band on the unfair lst. 

Resolutions of regret at the death 
of J. J. Hobby were adopted and oar- 
dered on the minutes of the meeting.

Y MUSCOGEE COURTS 


JURORS TIRE OF SERVING 


Columbus, Ga., June 28.—(Special.)— 
An agitation by local business men to 
reduce the number of sessions of court 
in Muscogee county on account of their 
having to serve so often on juries, has 
called attention to the rather limited 
number of names in the jury box in 
this county. There are at present four 
sessions of the superior court, and four 
jury sessions of the city court each 
year, while the United States court 
grinds away twice a year, and the jus- 
tice courts are forever engaged in 
their adjudication of community dif- 
ferences. 

Prominent business men, at a recent 
session of the board of trade, introduced 
resolutions to bring about a reform in 
this matter, one idea being that the 
situation would be simplified by the 


abolition of the city court. The .cl 
court has its defenders, however, and 
the lawyers say that its monthly non- » 
jury sessions are of great benefit in 
emptying the jails of prisoners con- 
fined there for petty misdemeanors.

After Mr. Robinson, Mr. Littleton 
called Elias Owens, a very red-haired 
young man, who is a process. server 
in the district attorney’s office, and 
was a clerk at the Great Northern ho- 
tel when Mrs, Gambier lived there. He 
said he had frequently seen Mrs. Gam- 
bier in company with a man and that 
they would go out around 7 o’clock. 

‘Elias Owens said he once got a tele- 
gram with an acdress blurred on the 
envelope 4nd opened it to see to whom 
it belonged. The‘telegram was dated 
at Philadelphia on November 26 and 
said: 

“Have dinner with me at the hotel 
shortly after 7. H. Cc. 8.” 

And Victor Hugo Played Sieuth. 

Victor Hugo, another detective, told 
of following Mrs. Gambier and _ the 
man for two weeks constantly. One of 
the places they visited was a restau- 
rant on Seventh. 

Hugo’s demeanor on the stand in 
every detail denied any mental re- 
semblance to his great namesake. 

Mr. Littleton had the greatest dif- 
ficulty in having him answer questions 
and part of the time he seemed to 
have entirely lost his voice. He is a 
young man with a long, wavy forelock 
and a_ scaerd-to-dehth manner. He 
had been detailed by a_ detective 
agency to trail Mrs. Gambier. 

Hugo's testimony brought out the 
fact that Gambier had had his bride 
followed almost from the day of the 
separation, for the detective said he 
first located Mrs. Gambier at the Prince 
George hotel, where the couple went 
after the honeymoon. 

He Had His Arm Around Her. 

On the evening of September 29, 
Hugo saw Mrs. Gambier and a man 
and go to 
dine at Guffanti’s restaurant, in Sev- 
enth avenue, 

“They walked across Twenty-sixth 
street together,’ said Hugo, “and he 
had his arm around her,and every now 
and then he'd lift her from the 
ground.” 

The detective produced a schedule 
of notes he hau made while he was 
trailing Mrs. Gambier. It showed that 
on October. 8, another man drove to 
the hotel in™@ red autotnobile and took 
Mrs. Gambier fora drive; thaton Octo- 
ber 9, 11, 12, 16 and 22 there were 
drives, dinners, theater parties and 
late suppers at Cuurchills and The 
Madrid. 

Some illumination was shed on the 
methods of private detectives by 
Hugo's description of his attempt to 
follow the red car on a bicycle and of 
losing sight of them because his bley- 
cle broke down. 

“On October 23 I followed them to 
No. 1 West Sixty-elighth street,” said 
Hugo, “and they went in at about 9 
p. m. and stayed there an hour.” 

He Trailed Her 74 Days. 

Hugo said he trailed Mrs. Gambier 
74 days, taking in the months of Octo- 
ber and November, for which he was 
paid $3.50 a day and expenses. 

His testimony throughout was cor- 
roborative of that of Symes and Rob- 
inson. : 

William Levinus, another detective 
who had followed Mrs. Gambier, was 
called after Victor - Hugo. He had 
worked as a partner with Hugo and 
his testimony was s along similar lines.
